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Dealers’ Code Points Way 


To Increased Profit and 


Clarifies Used Car Selling 





By E. M. LUBECK 

Those who read the revised Marketing Code for auto- 
mobile dealers will appreciate the fact that the delegates 
to the NADA Code Convention at St. Louis had a real 
job, and it is evident from the wording that when the 
delegates adopted Article 4 they did some real thinking 
and produced a code of ethics which will clarify the gen- 
eral selling situation for all dealers. 


The delegates should have beenD——— 


given a medal, for Article 4 not 
only starts something but finishes 
the job in the same breath. 
There is no preamble to Article 
4; it starts out boldly and settles 
the question of used cars in a 
way that leaves no room for 
argument. Paragraph A reads: 
“The value. of any used motor 
vehicle, either pasenger or com- 
mercial, shall be the average 
price that the public in any given 
area is then paying for that ve- 
hicle as established by the NADA 
from certified reports of actual 
sales.” 
This is just plain, common 
sense. The industry has seem- 
ingly ended all howling about 
used cars. It gives the dealers 
of the United States, for the first 
time in the industry, a _ public 
announcement of “just how” suc- 
cessful dealers have been operat- 
ing on the question of used cars. 
It throws the limelight on the

Montreal, Aug. Figures 
compiled by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics show that in 1932 
owners of motor vehicles contri- 
buted to the nine provincial trea- 
suries of Canada the magnifi- 
cent sum of $48,209,587. 
Registration fees accounting for 
$21,126,271 of this total, and gaso- 
line tax for $27,083,316. 


Nor does this sum represent the 
total contribution of the auto- 
mobile industry to the cost of 
government in Canada. The Do- 
minion treasury last year collect- 
ed $4,508,471 from import duties 
and excise tax on motor vehicles. 
The sales tax on the retail price 
of gasoline is estimated at $2,500,- 
000, and the import duty on gas- 
line added $1,500,000 to bring the 
grand total up to approximately 
$56,700,000—-more than $50 per 
registered motor car of all kinds 
and descriptions. In addition at 
least one province permits cities 
to collect a registration fee from 
car owners. 


Gasoline consumption fell last 
year by more than 50,000,000 gal- 
lons, to a total of 503,790,259, and 
registration at 1,114,503 touched 
the lowest mark since 1928.

Must Come Clean 


One of our judges here handled 
an old legal principle in a new 
way the other day. The case 
was one where-in an employer 
was denied his petition for an 
injunction restraining a labor 
union from sponsoring a strike 
in his factory, on the grounds 
that the employer was acting in 
defiance of the principle that “to 
prevail in equity against one who 
has committed injury, the peti- 
tioner’s own hands must be 
clean.” 

The court made it clear that 
mal-conduct on the part of the 
employer did not justify the strik- 
ers in their action. The employer 
was working his men longer, was 
paying them less, and was not 











supplying the working conditions 
contemplated in the President’s 
Recovery Act, and on this account 
it was held that he was not doing 
his part and therefore could not 
claim “clean hands.” 

The ruling, as given by this 
court, apparently sets a new 
principle, namely, that anyone not 
complying with the spirit of the 
NIRA does not come under the 
“clean hands” pre-requisite in 
cases pertaining to labor troubles 
and factory disputes. This ap- 
pears to be a big stick that can 
be held over the heads of those 
slacking employers who refuse to 
join the recovery ranks.

_ Washington, Aug. 25.—Just as he owes so large a por- 
tion of the drop in his volume of business to the bludgeon 


of high motor vehicle taxes 


which legislators have used 


upon his former customers, so must the automobile dealer 
attribute a portion of the pressure against the return to 
normal business which he now encounters to the same 


cause. 

His story briefly is this: 

Many millions of his former | 
customers have dropped out of | 
the car owning class altogether. | 
The depression, to be sure, has | 
been the largest factor but high 
taxes have been a painfully close | 
second. 


Many other owners have failed | 
to register their cars, taken them | 
out of service, because excessive 
taxation has made aggregate op- 
erating costs too heavy a burden 
to be borne. 

These two circumstances have 
curtailed the new and used car 
replacement markets, but that 
is not the dealer’s only loss to 
high taxes. State, Federal and 
other levies have reached such 
a porportion of car operation 
cost, that millions of owners, in 
a period of counting pennies 
have been unable to spend any- 
thing on the maintenance of their 
vehicles. State clamor against 
the use of older vehicles which 
have become unsafe through a 
lack of maintenance. Their of- 
ficials profess to regret the said 
emptiness of service stations and 
repair shops as adversely affect- 
ing a tremendously important 
part of the business community. 

But, even as they shed these 
crocodile tears, they have gone 
on making an ever deeper slash 
into the purses of their motoring 
citizens until a great deal less 
is left for the automotive trade. 

If the legislative officials and 
others who have contrived to 
boost motor vehicle taxes out of 
all reason are ignorant of the 
profound relationship between 
that practice and its effect upon 
the automotive trade, it is because 
they have ignored some funda- 
mental figures. The relationship 
is immediate, direct, inescapable. 

In the States which have a 
seven-cent a gallon gasoline tax, 
for example, the decimation of 
the ranks of motor vehicle own- 
ers—the automobile industry’s 
patrons, to say it another way 
has been the most severe. One 
in every seven and a fraction 
cars that was registered in such 
States in 1931, disappeared from 
the highways in the following 
year. In other words, one in 
slightly less than eight car own- 
ers ceased to be a customer of 
the automobile trade. 


Among the States with a six- 
cent gasoline tax, the ratio was 
one in eight; four-cent tax, one 
in twelve; three-cent, one i

eighteen; two-cent, one in thirty. 
These figures on the loss of 
market by the automobile dealer 
would be less significant were

In the States having a seven- 
cent a gallon gasoline tax rate, 
average fuel consumption declin- 
ed 12.7 per cent, or approximately 
one-eighth. In the six-cent 
group, the decrease in gasoline 
consumption was 11.3 per cent. 
The same proportion, and definite 
relationship, maintained in the 
lower brackets: In the four-cent 
group 9.1 per cent; three, 5.2 per 
cent; and two, four per cent. 

With the Nation’s motor indus- 
try and allied groups preparing 
to make their greatest fight for 
tax equity, the dealer is finding 
powerful ammunition in the re- 
lationship between reasonable 
taxes and reasonably good busi- 
ness for himself. The figures 
leave no room for argument on 
the point that the automobile 
retailer’s volume drops in a di- 
rect proportion to the amount 
of the tax grab of which the 
State is guilty

Syracuse, Aug. 25.—A new six- | 
cylinder air-cooled engine, de- 
signed specially for the compres- | 
sor, truck, tractor and general 
industrial field, developing 104 
brake horsepower at 2,600 r.p.m. | 
with four inch bore and five inch 
stroke, has been announced by 
Doman & Marks, automotive 
gineers. 

The cooling air, supplied by 
centrifugal blower mounted 
the crankshaft, divides into two 
streams, one to the cylinder 
heads, one to the cylinder barrels. 
The air stream flows first along} 
the exhaust side of the engine, 
in contact with the warmest 
parts of the cylinder heads. 


Cooling fins are carried on the} 
cylinders clear down to. the 
crankcase, to give uniformly low 
cylinder wall temperatures.

Cotton Cures Concrete 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—A 
new use of cotton and a better 
method of curing newly laid con- 
crete roads may result from tests 
completed recently by the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture.

Bus Operator 
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Code Hearing 


Slated to Open Wednesday 


Washington, Aug. 25. — The 
trade practice code hearing of one 
of the largest operating units in 
the motor transportation field, 
the bus group, will be held here 
next Wednesday. One day 
earlier, the same deputy ad- 
ministrator, Malcolm J. Muir, 
will sit down with leaders of 
street car companies. 

The code for the interstate bus 
operators is the product of the 
National Assn. of Motor Bus 
Operators. It proposes a 40-hour 
week for all save maintenance 
employes and transportation serv- 
ice men, for whom a schedule of 
forty-eight hours weekly is advo- 
cated. A blanket minimum 
wage of $15 weekly is set by the 
code to apply to all employes ex- 
cept porters, cleaners, apprentice 
mechanics, apprentice drivers 
and part time employes. 

The code for the street car 
lines was filed by the American 
Transit Assn. It provides a 
minimum wage scale ranging 
from $12 weekly in towns of less 
than 2,500 population to $15 a 
week in cities of more than 500,- 
000. Where pay is fixed at hourly 
rates, the minimum is fixed at 
forty cents an hour. 

A forty-hour week is prescribed 
in the code for general officé 
employes, forty-four-hour week 
for general shop employes and 
forty-eight hours for those en- 
gaged in operating cars and buses 
and for workers in car houses 
and garages.

The law provides for collection 
of a license fee ranging from $1 
to $10 for all corporations em- 
ploying more than five persons. 
It provides a fine of $50 for fail- 
ure to comply and, of course, the 
fee-hungry minions of the gov- 
ernment immediately set in play 
machinery to effect the unantici- 
pated grab. 


Wisconsin Legislates 


Chain Store Tax 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 25.—A 
chain store tax bill imposing the 
tax on a graduated scale basis 
beginning with six-twentieths of 
one per cent on the gross in- 
come of $100 or less and ending 
with a tax of thirteen-twentieths 
of one per cent on all gross in- 
come in excess of $5,000,000, ap- 
plying to all stores in excess of 
one, has been signed by Gov. 
Schmedeman. 

In addition to the tax on gross 
business, the law imposes a 
license fee on all stores, includ- 
ing gasoline, fuel, oil, lubricat- 
ing, automobile and automobile 
accessory establishments. Chains 
operating from 11 to 20 stores 
will pay a $50 license with those 
operating over 20 stores paying 
a $100 license. 


Washington Dealers 
Under Blanket Code 


Seattle, Aug. 25.—With 150 
state dealers attending a district 
convention in this city, the com- 
plete retailing code was adopted, 
in conformity with the NIRA, and 
sent to the National Automobile 
Dealers’ Assn. at St. Louis. The 
dealers unanimously adopted the 
blanket employers’ code, pending 
action on the automobile code. 
This will raise wages and shorten 
hours for several thousand em- 
ployees. 





have incorporated in it some 
highly significant figures of the 
decline in the industry’s pro- 
portions in the last four years, 
the result not only of the gen- 
eral depression but also of in- 
creased competition from motor 
carriers, both private and pub- 
lic. The compilation shows that 
the number of operating concerns 
dropped from 757 to 740 between 
1928 and 1932; the number of

to $4,142,949,000.

Regulations for Aircraft, Aero- 
nautics Bulletin No. 7-A, it was 
announced by Ewing Y. 
Mitchell, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce. The meeting is sched- 
uled for 10 a. m., in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Building in 
Washington. 

The amendments and changes 
in the current requirements 
which the Department proposes 
to promulgate have been for- 
warded to manufacturers so that 
they will have ample time to 
study them and prepare their 
comments before the meeting.

under the President’s re-employ- 
ment agreement. 

The revised clauses follow in 
full text: “The hour provisions 
shall not apply to employes in 
a managerial capacity receiving 
more than $35 per week, nor to 
employes on emergency mainten- | 
ance or emergency repair work, | 
outside salesmen or solicitors, | 
watchmen or station managers. | 
Clerical and office employes shall 
be employed not more than forty 
hours per week. Drivers, help- | 
ers and dispatchers shall be em- | 
ployed not more than a forty- 
eight-hour week averaged over a 
three months’ period; provided, | 
however, that on inter-city or line 
hauls the operator may elect an 
hourly basis or the following mile- 
age ratios: 

“Seven hundred and _ twenty 
miles of travel for a _ tractor, 
semi-trailer or extra trailer, 960 | 
miles for tractor and semi-trailer | 
or truck and trailer, 1,060 miles | 
for truck. Each respectively | 
shall equal forty-eight hours of | 
labor. Such mileage basis shall | 
not exceed the maximum of for- | 
ty-eight hours per week averaged | 
over a three month’s period. | 


“No employes shall be paid less | 
than forty cents an hour unless 
the hourly rate for the same class 
of work on July 15, 1929, was less 
than forty cents per hour; in 
which latter case they shall be | 
paid not less than the hourly rate | 
of July 15, 1929, and in no event | 
less than thirty cents per hour | 
in the North and _ twenty-five | 
cents per hour in the South. The 
South is hereby defined to include 
Maryland, West Virginia, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma, and Texas.”

But Most Other Firms Made 


Good Progress Since Jan. 1 


By C. J. ALEXANDER 


New York, Aug. 25.—The finan- 
cial position of the automobile in- 
dustry, remarkably strong at the 
close of 1932, after three years of 
depression, was strengthened in 
the first six months of this year. 
This is plainly indicated by the 
balance sheets for June 30 thus 
far made public. 

Current assets of nine passen- 
ger car, truck and parts and ac- 
cessory companies, not including 
General Motors or Chrysler, were 
8.3 times the current liabilities of 
the same concerns. Despite the 
demands for working capital in 
the first half of the year, eleven 
companies, exclusive of General 
Motors and Chrysler, increased 
their cash and government secur- 
ities by a substantial amount. 

Heavy gains in cash were re- 
ported by G. M. and Chrysler. 
These two companies had an ag- 
gregate of $255,736,000 in cash 
and marketable securities at the 
end of the first half year, as 
against $215,383,000 at the close of 
1932, a gain of more than $40,- 
000,000. 

Eleven other companies which 
have reported for June 30 their 
cash and marketables showed an 
aggregate of $84,616,000, as against 
$84,329,000 on December 31, 1932. 
This brought the total for the 
thirteen concerns to $340,352,000, 
as compared with $299,712,000 at 
the end of 1932, an increase of 
$40,352,000. While it will be 
noted most of the gain for the 
whole group was accounted for 
by General Motors and Chrysler, 
the achievement of the others in 
adding to their cash, even though 
in a less degree, was notable. 

Aside from General Motors and 
Chrysler, cash was increased in 
the six months period by Pack- 
ard, Hudson and Borg-Warner. 
As additional balance sheets come 
in, it is expected that the same 
good showing will be made for the 
entire industry as a whole. 

Current assets of nine com- 
panies, exclusive of General Mo- 
tors and Chrysler, for which those 
figures are available, totaled on 
June 30 $89,466,000. These same 
concerns had total current liabili- 
ties of only $10,757,000, their assets 
exceeding liabilities by 8.3 to one. 

General Motors and Chrysler 
had a total of $417,208,000 in cur- 
rent assets, against which there 
was listed by these two companies 
current liabilities of $100,549,000. 
The ratio here is 4.1 to one, indi- 
cating that the financial strength 
of the industry is spread among 
the smaller as well as the larger 
corporation. 

The current assets. for 
eleven reporting companies ag- 
gregated $506,674,000, as against 
current liabilities of $111,306,000, 
a ratio of 4.5 to one. 

Outstanding in respect to asset 
and liability ratio was Auburn 
Automobile Co., with current as- 
sets of $9,682,000 and current lia- 
bilities of only $477,000. Packard 
was strong in this respect, with 
assets of $19,765,000, comparing 
with liabilities of $2,459,000. Asa

New Year’s High 
During the Week

New York, Aug. 25.—Outstand- 
ing strength among the shares of 
automotive parts and accessory 
manufacturers featured the mar- 
ket action of the motors this week 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 
Motor Products, with a five-point 
run-up, and Electric Auto - Lite 
were among the leaders. 


The automobile stocks, as a 
group, finished the week up 
through the Thursday closing 
with a higher price average than 
a week ago. Chrysler and Gen- 
eral Motors led the passenger car 
and truck shares, the former 
breaking through into new high 
ground for the year and scoring 
a gain of 3% points for the week. 
General Motors but a new high 
for the year today. 

The average price of twenty- 
three representative motor stocks 
advanced to 20.08 from 19.95 in 
the week preceding. Twelve pas- 
senger car and truck issues fin- 
ished the week ended Thursday 
with an average of 21.45, as 
against 21, revised for the preced- 
ing week. The parts and acces- 
sory group ran up from 16.66 to 


18.25 in average price, while the 
rubbers gained slightly from 
20.87 to 21. 


Chief attention of the week in 
speculative and investment cir- 
cles easily was centered in the 
automobile and railroad stocks. 
The attitude here on the automo- 
bile code was that it would not 
be adverse to the interests of the 
industry. 

Delay in putting the automobile 
code into effect has not been due 
so much to serious differences in- 
volved as to the fact that this 
week the chief efforts of the NRA 
have been centered on effecting a 
final agreement for the coal in- 
dustry. The feeling here is that 
the entire motor industry will be 
in line with the NRA within a 
short time. 


Rumors regarding price rises in| 
reached 


the automobile industry 
this week what should mark the 
extreme limit to this speculation. 
But one never can tell. Upward 
revisions of $500 on many models 
may be expected for 1934, accord- 


ing to one of the _ published 
rumors. Donaldson Brown of 
General Motors testified at the 


NRA hearing that the automobile 
code would add $25 or $30 to the 
cost of producing the average 
automobile. It would take a lot 
of inflation to make up the differ- 
ence between $30 and $500. 

With the recapitalization plan 
under consideration by  stock- 
holders, the preferred stock of 
the Pierce-Arrow Motor Car Co. 
this week entered new high 
ground for the year at well above 
20. Its low for the year was 4. 

This was an off week for divi- 
dend meetings. The Meteor 
Motor Car Co. omitted the quar- 
terly dividend on the common 
stock. This company paid an ex- 
tra of 50 cents a share on June 15 
and paid 25 cents on March 1. 
The Electric Auto-Lite Co. an- 
nounced it would pay a quarterly 
dividend of 50 cents on the cumu- 
lative convertible preferred stock 
- of the Columbus Auto Parts Co. 
Electric Auto-Lite is guarantor of 
the Columbus Auto Parts pre- 
ferred dividend. 

The exceptional strength of the 
motors on Tuesday was followed 
by another impressive display on 
Wednesday, causing one commen- 
tator to remark at the close of 
that day that “Wall Street forgot 
about how to spend leisure and 
busied itself with motor stocks.” 

Schedules Set Prices 

It has been reported recently 
that several new groups have 
been buying motor stocks. There 


also has been the usual talk of 
pools but it is believed in most 
quarters that the real source of 
the strength in the motors is the 
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continued excellent record of pro- | 
duction, sales and earnings dur- | 
ing the current quarter. 

As to the stock market in gen- | 


eral, there now is more diverg- | 
ence of opinion as to the im-| 
| mediate trend than for a long 
time. The market can go only | 
one way and that is up, it is| 
held in some _ quarters. This 
view is supported by the argu- 


ment that if the NRA program | 
for recovery succeeds, stocks will 
go up. If the recovery plan fails, 
they say, inflation will follow and 
equities will rise automatically. 
Elsewhere is heard the conten- 


tion that stocks already have dis- | 


counted a good sized inflationary | 
movement and that prices will go 


up and down with corporate | 
earnings.

Accessory Earnings Up 
That word earnings brings to! 
mind that twenty-five parts and 
accessory manufacturers in the 
second quarter of this year had 


a $6,000,000 profit, in the ag- 
gregate, as against a $2,000,000 
net loss for the corresponding 


period of last year. And from the 
way production has held up, it 
would appear that these same | 
companies should make $5,000,000 
or so in the third quarter. This 
tidy sum would contrast with a 
loss of $5,500,000 net loss reported 
by the group for the third three 
months period of 1932. Earnings 
in the second quarter were almost 
back to the level for the corres- 
ponding period of 1931.
